difficulties of Asian ani Far Eastern countries. Shis* *131 thee be 


depleted a* offering * large, stable «ad advantageous earkei. 

Southeast Aslan countries are particularly vulnerable to this 
propaganda because many of the* arm completely depood ert upon one or t*o 
expert cos; oil ties for their foreign exchange requirements, Inaseuch as- 
uesgr of these countries have exportable surpluses of such eosasodities as 
rise, rubber sad tin, Cenuanist China can obtain considerable political 
advantages by presiding an outlet for these surpluses. 

The coKzcdities which Coeisoalst China is most likely to seek are 
rubber (fro* Ceylon, Indonesia, Malaya, Thailand and Bursa), jute (freat 
India), and possibly cotton and petroleun free Pakistan and Indonesia
